Although rain fell in some parts J 
of the state the forest fire hazard re­ 
mains. 
Six fires in the section about Mc­ 
Connellsburg w.-re reported Tuesday 
and the largest, covering about 1,000 I 
acres, was still burning today. 
One hundred and fifty men con- j 
tinue to fight a forest fire in the 
almost inaccessible JScootac section of I 
Clinton county, whiVh has raged in- j 
term ittently for several days. 
Rain falling in

Scranton has removed the tire hazard 
from that section. 
Small fires were reported from Cam­ 
bria, Franklin. Adams 
and 
Fulton 
counties. 
The largest new fire is the one near 
McConnellsburg. 
The fire brokr out 
in a section called Scrub Ridge west 
of McConnellsburg along the Lincoln 
Highway and held up traffic for more 
than an hour. Two hundred and. fifty 
men were fighting this fire yesterday. 
Other fires in the same region were 
extinguished last night.

A fresh fire broke out in Ox Hollow 
Tuesday morning after the big forest 
fire on Catoctin Mountain, north of 
Frederick, had been brought under 
control. 
Sparks from the fire lines establish­ 
ed to cheek the Catoctin blaze are be­ 
lieved to have fired Ox Hollow. 
The Ox Hollow fire was not making 
rapid headway, C. C. Klein, forest 
wnren, said, but it 
has not been 
brought under control. 
Numerous other small fires in va­ 
rious sections of the mountains also 
have sprung up since the quenching 
of the Catoctin fire, Warden Klein as­ 
serted. 
The Catoctin blaze, which raged all 
day Sunday and the greater part of 
Monday, swept thousands of acres of 
land owned by the city of Frederick 
as a water shed to protect its moun­ 
tain water supply. 
Lewis Gardner, fire lookout in the 
tower in the city water shed, who was 
surrounded by fire Sunday, said that 
he remained at the tower until the 
fire passed. 
\\ ith the protection of the tower, he 
explained, he was not in great danger. 
He escaped after the flumes swept 
over him.
